Charter committee 


approved in Romulus

The appointment of a five-member charter committee 
to review Romulus' city charter has been approved by the 
city council. 

The council’s action was based on a suggestion by 
President Jimmie Raspberry calling for the selection of 
such a committee to make recommendations on possible 
charter updating. 

The council directed the City Attorney John E. Young to 
work with the committee. 

The selection of possible candidates who will serve on 


the charter review committee will be made by the mayor 
(one selection) and by council members (four selections). 

The present charger was drafted by a nine-member 
commission elected in November, 1968. The charter was 
approved by the voters in May, 1970 when city in- 
corporation for the Township of Romulus was approved. 

The 27-chapter document covering all aspects of 
municipal government was drafted by Felix F. Rogalle, 
chairman; Charles J. Dick Jr. Alfred J. Perry, James P. 
Foley, Mickie Lopato, Jesse L. Tryon, Terry L. Troutt, 
William M. Oakley and Arthur H. Dittmar Jr., secretary. 

The proposed charter was approved by the commission, 


7-2, with Troutt and Tryon opposed. 

Raspberry, in offering his suggestion for the charter 
review committee, stated that, if revisions were made to 
the present charter and the council approves, the 
revisions can be presented to the voters for their decision. 

The council president also requested that copies of the 
current audit be presented to council members. 

Mayor Hyle J. Carmichael, in answer to a council 
inquiry, reported that he has interviewed two firms 
relative to the appointment of a new planner for the city. 

The former planner, Charles W. Hazen, resigned and is 
now engaged with a private Firm.

One or two more cars? 

Romulus council ponders sheriff’s report 


Whether or not the City of Romulus contracts for ad- 
ditional law enforcement protection is expected to be 
decided by the city council Tuesday. 

A recommendation that the City of Romulus increase its 
police patrols by two addditional cars has been submitted 
to the city council by the Wayne County Sheriffs 
Department, the community's law enforcement agency. 

Following the receipt of the recommendation, which 
was accompanied by a documented report showing sharp 
rise in crime in the city, the council held an executive 
session 

It was learned that contracting for two additional patrol 
cars will be at a higher rate due to recent pay increases 
given sheriffs department personnel. 

Under the present city-county three-year law en- 
forcement contract. Romulus has tw’o patrol cars 
operating on a 24-hour basis. Sixteen police officers from 


the sheriffs department road division are assigned to 
Romulus enforcement work and patrol duties. 

The contract was initiated by Mayor Hyle J Car- 
michael and approved by the city council on Aug. 10. 1971. 

The contract calls for the payment of $378,432 - or 
$189,216 per police car. It is the first contract of its kind in 
Michigan. 

It was learned Monday that the addition of two more 
cars, (the council originally suggested one patrol car) 
would cost in the neighborhood of $205,000 per car. 

The members of council have been looking into the 
feasibility of the sheriffs department report and new 
price figures 

Councilman Edmund W. Bizek stated that he favors 
adding two cars, but wanted to studv the matter 
thoroughly before the council makes its formal decision, 
expected Dec 26. 


The ground worker was 
identified as Vincent 
Stremple, 55, of Carleton. He 
was on the tank measuring a 
four million gallon delivery of 
gas and was the only oil 
company employe in the area 
of the crash. 

Stremple tumbled off the 
tank and his body was found 
near the base of the structure. 
He was dead-on-arrival at 
Wayne County General 
Hospital. 

The gasoline tanks, owned 
by the Union 76 company, are 
located at Middlebelt and 
Wick roads, just south of 1-94 
and north of Metro Airport. 

The jet struck the left side of 
the fuel tank and wreckage 
was thrown across the ex- 
pressway to the north. One 
pilot’s body was found on the 
median of the expressway. 
The other was found in a field 
north of the expressway. 

The plane exploded and 
burned on impact, but the tank 
remained intact. The tank will 
now be dismattled for repairs, 
which will reportedly take two 
months. Damage to the tank 
was estimated at $400,000. 

Two witnesses to the crash 
— Billy Buell of Southgate and 
Eugene Orvis of Romulus — 
were drWing on Middlebelt. 
They said they saw the plane 
climbing up in a steep angle 
and then all of a sudden it 
dipped down. 

Buell and Orvis lost sight of 
the plane before it hit the tank 
but saw the flash from the 
explosion. A helicopter pilot 
from Metro said he saw the 
plane taking off and disap- 
pearing into haze and then all 
of a sudden coming back 
down. 

He said it seemed to have 
power and it looked like there 
was some trouble steering the 
craft. He said he saw it hit the 
tank. 

Traffic on the expressway 
and surrounding roads was 
blocked by Wayne County 
Sheriff deputies with help 
from local city patrol cars. 

Federal Aviation Ad- 
ministration investigators 
went to work recovering parts 
of the aircraft to attempt to 
find the cause of the crash.

Get ‘papers’ when 
purchasing a dog 

Christmas shoppers should not be deceived by false or 
misleading promises that they will receive registration 
papers for their purebred pets. 

Too often, warns the Michigan Consumers Council, con- 
sumers are told they will receive the papers later, after the 
sale. This “later” often means a wait of many months, even 
years, and sometimes the papers never arrive at all, says the 
council. 

Mary Heilman, chief of the council’s Consumer Complaint 
Section, says that “promised registration papers which take 
months and even years to arrive cause problems for pet 
owners who decide to sell or breed their dogs.” 

Mrs. Heilman advises consumers interested in buying a 
purebred dog to note two guidelines suggested by the 
American Kennel Club (AKC), an association of all breed, 
specialty breed and obedience clubs. 

AKC says that when buying a pedigreed dog, the consumer 
should receive an application form from the pet shop en- 
titling the consumer to register the dog with the American 
Kennel Club. 

If the seller doesn’t have the application forms, then the 
consumer should demand a written and signed statement 
giving the full identification of the dog, including the breed, 
registered names of the dog’s sire and dam, the dog’s bir- 
thdate, the name of its breeder and, if available, its AKC 
litter number. 

If the seller cannot supply the application form or full 
identification of the dog, then the AKC advises not to buy the 
dog 
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A plan to provide year- 
around sheriffs patrol in 
Wayne County parks has been 
tentatively approved by the 
Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners. 

The proposal would assign 
18 deputies to patrol the parks 
all year on a full time basis. 
They would be excluded from 
other duties except in 
emergencies. 

Currently, the 18 men are 
assigned to park patrol for six 
months of the year, from May 
30 to Nov. 30. At other times 
the parks are patroled by 12 
men who also have other 
regular duties. 

The plan, approved by the 
commissioners’ ways and 
means committee last week, 
was devised to accomodate 
increased winter activity, said 


Sheriff William Lucas. 

“Activity in the parks is just 
as great in the winter as it is in 
the summer,” he said. “The 
parks are being used more by 
family groups as well as 
unlawful groups who commit 
crimes and sell and buy 
narcotics.” 

In addition to alcohol and 
narcotics abuse, vandalism 
has become a major problem 
in the parks, Lucas said. He 
mentioned ruined parkbench- 
es and the destruction of 
trees as examples. 

“We need this additional 
enforcement capacity so that 
our parks can be utilized and 
enjoyed by all of our citizens,” 
said Lucas. 

The parks offer such winter 
recreation as skiing, sledding, 
tobogganing, ice skating and 
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use of 100 acres of ice covered 
lakes. 

Lucas said these activities 
have generated enforcement 
problems of another kind, 
including traffic control and 
accident prevention. More 
than 7 million people use the 
parks each year, and more 
than 12 million vehicles travel 
along Hines Drive alone he 
said. 

He said the Nankin Mills 
Nature Center in Hines Park 
is used more in winter than in 
summer, and that the deputies 
will have to enforce a ban 
against minibikes and 
snowmobiles imposed by the 
commissioners earlier this 
year. 

Lucas said the patrols will 
concentrate their efforts in 
Elizabeth Park in Trenton, 
and along the 26-mile length of 
Hines Drive, which runs 
through Dearborn Heights, 
Livonia, Garden Gty, Inkster, 
Westland and Plymouth. 

On an emergency need 
basis, the patrols will be 
available to assist law en- 
forcement officials in these 
and other local communities, 
he added. 

Lucas called the parks 
recreation program a 
deterrent to crime and warned 
that “It is important to 
properly police the parks so 
that the very place which 
should be preventing crime 
does not turn into a breeding 
place for crime.” 

Year-around park patrols 
also would relieve a seasonal 
problem at the county jail, 
said Lucas. It is present policy 
to augment the summer park 
patrol with officers trans- 
ferred from the jail security 
force. They are then replaced 
by untrained, temporary 
employees, he explained. 

Hie matter will be up for 
final approval at the formal 
meeting of the Board of 
Commissioners at 2 p.m. 
Thursday.

Snow shoveling 
causes attacks 


Bill Jones stomped out of the 
house and angrily began to 
shovel his driveway. He was 
determined not to let the 
night’s unexpected snowfall 
make him late for work. Ten 
minutes later he had a heart 
attack. 

Why do snow shoveling and 
heart attacks so often go 
together? It’s because snow 
shoveling, the hardest 
physical labor many men do 
all year, puts a great strain on 
the heart. 

The more a man shovels, the 
more blood his heart 
demands. When his arteries 
can’t supply enough, he has an 
attack 

In addition, the shoveler 
often tackles the job in 
frustration or anger. This 
releases a stimulant into his 
blood stream which causes his 
heart to work even harder. 


Snow shoveling victims are 
usually men in their forties or 
early fifties who have heart or 
circulatory defects which may 
have been undetected by 
physical examinations. 

How can such heart attacks 
be prevented? 

The simplest solution: If you 
are forty or over, don’t shovel 
snow. Get someone else to do 
it or use a mechanical snow 
remover. 

If you must shovel, take it 
easy. Should you tire, finish 
the job later. If you develop a 
chest pain, call a doctor, then 
lie down. 

Always tackle snow 
shoveling in the right frame of 
mind. Don’t let yourself 
become anxious or angry. You 
may be a few minutes late for

Another busing battle 
lost, but not war 


Top Michigan officials are devising a 
course of action to counter the decision of a 
three-judge panel of the Sixth Circuit Court of 
Appeals 10 days ago which seemed to approve 
cross-district busing for 63 suburban school 
districts including Detroit. 

While only three of the seven appellate 
judges approved Roth’s order, others of the 
seven-member court, heavily weighted with 
liberals, undoubtedly would concur with Roth 
that no meaningful desegregation could be 
effected without involving the suburban 
schools. 

Neither Gov. William G. Milliken nor At- 
torney General Frank J. Kelley have 
conceded that Detroit schools are segregated 
de jure nor by law. Anyone conversant with 
Detroit and Michigan knows that Detroit's 
segregation results from naturally evolved 
housing patterns. 

Still the appellate panel ordained on the 
basis of information in Judge Roth's order 
that because Detroit is by design segregated 
and that to obtain remedial action that por- 
tion of the appellate panel's order which 
refers to suburban involvement must be 
returned to the Detroit district court for 
hearings. 

Seemingly the only concession which the 
Cincinnati panel made to the State of 
Michigan was to vacate Roth's requirement 
that the state purchase 300 buses to im- 
plement the desegregation order into the 
suburbs. 

So while the concept of Roth is approved, 
the suburban school district’s role is vacated 
pending further hearings. This the panel did 
while affirming Roth’s view that relief of 
segregation in the Detroit public schools 
cannot be accomplished within the corporate 
geographic limits of the city.” 

Thus suburban districts fighting par- 
ticipation in Roth’s controversial (and 
probably unconstitutional) order will have 
lost-another battle, but not the war, against 
enforced busing. 


No one, least of all the thousands who have 
led the fight so far against Roth’s order, 
believes that the hearings they will get will 
make any difference in the appellate court’s 
ultimate decision. 

Hie whole issue rests with the highest 
tribunal. 

It will be remembered the Fourth Circuit 
appellate court earlier this year overturned a 
decision by Federal District Judge Robert H. 
Merhige Jr., that Richmond, Va., schools had 
to be merged with districts in two nearby 
counties to effectively desegregate Richmond 
schools. 

Hie Fourth Circuit appellate court ruled 
against an order similar to Roth’s because the 
court found no meaningful and purposeful 
segregation within Richmond, Va. In truth, 
none exists in Detroit either except what was 
contrived by Roth and some civil rights 
lawyers. 

Anti-busing forces have had some disap- 
pointing setbacks in recent months. Not the 
least of these was the defeat of the bill of Rep. 
William Broomfield (R-Mich.) which banned 
cross-district busing after it had passed the 
House in Congress earlier this year. Liberals 
succeeded in preventing Senate passage of 
the bill by mustering enough Votes to prevent 
shutting off debate on the bill. 

Hie U.S. Supreme Court refused civil rights 
lawyers in October when they sought a quick 
court decision on the Richmond case. Hie 
high court knows other similar appeals are 
headed its way. 

Sometime late in 1973 or early 1974 an en- 
compassing decision could come from the 
high court on the whole controversial issue. 

In the meantime no suburban children are 
going to be bused this term and probably not 
during 1973-74. Battles have been lost but not 
the war.

Also good is the warning not to accept 
C.O.D. packages unless you know the con- 
tents or sender, and do not accept packages 
from unknowns for a neighbor because, as 
Kelley said, you may be stuck with unwanted 
merchandise. 

Above all, guard your credit -cards as you 
would cash, and if you lose it notify the proper 
bank or issuing agent. 

Before Christmas, many individuals 
jeceive in the mail such things as unordered 
Chriscrihi573rds_and tokens which they have 
not ordered. 

It s best to be wary and deal with reputable 
firms, to drive safely and watch your 
belongings closely and keep them under lock 
and key. 


Cages to benefit public 


There will be more real reporting now of the 
deeds of the Michigan Senate because ad- 
versity is the father of diligence. 

Thus it is probably better for the public that 
the Senate barred newsmen from the floor. 

The Senate ended weeks of controversy 
with the press by re-imposing a rarely- 
enforced rule requiring newsmen to stay in 
assigned seats and adding tougher language: 
It reads: 

"All accredited news representatives, 
while present in the Senate chamber during 
session, recess excepted, shall remain seated 
at their assigned desks and shall not be 
permitted on any other portion of the Senate 
floor. 

“Entrance and egress during the session 
shall be the proximal door at the front (south) 
of the Senate chamber.” 

It means that newsmen will be required to 
enter the chamber through the servant’s 
entrance and to occupy the only desks 
assigned, inside the enclosures built on 
platforms on either side of the rostrum. 

Individual ists abound in the press corps but 
a majority will, each following his own 
philosophical drummer, cover the Senate 
from the public gallery or from someplace 
else. 

It will be more difficult to find quick an- 
swers to the why of Senate decisions, a vote 
count may vary between newspapers but 
newsmen will be trying harder because 
they're No. 2, or less. 

The timing of the floor ban came with 
delicious timing, two days after 400 citizens 
marched here to protest the Florida junket. 

For generations the news media have been 
probably too palsy-walsy with Senators, 
paying more attention to their virtues than to 
their sins. To judge them, the public needs 
news of both. 

FYom the newsgathering standpoint, those 
most critically affected will be the Associated 
Press and United Press International, the 
wire services upon which 68 daily newspapers 
and 214 radio and television stations rely for 
breaking deadline news 

Hie Senate rule raises a new barrier bet- 
ween the Senate and those who report to the 
people. 


Certainly newspapers are profit-making 
organizations, as Senator Joseph S. Mack (D- 
Ironwood) insisted be publicized as an in- 
dication that free enterprise, if not evil, is at 
least suspect. 

Senator James D. Gray (D-Warren) said 
newspapers are oriented to profits and that 
he, as a $17,000 a year Senator who with 18 
other Democrats signed a statement that he 
was underpaid, is performing a public ser- 
vice. 

But election-year mailings, the thinly- 
veiled motives of most bill introductions, 
plush offices and junkets are convincing 
evidence that the job political people spend 
the most time is getting re-elected and living 
the good life. 

Senators leading the campaign for the press 
enclosures said newsmen were lobbying and 
named names, were disrupting the sessions 
and that barring them from the floor would 
improve decorum. 

Hie night before, Lt. Gov. James M. 
Brickley rapped the gavel and said it was the 
noisiest and most uncontrolled meeting of the 
Senate he could remember — and not a 
newsman was on the floor. 

Senator Coleman A. Young (D-Detroit), to 
whom was attributed the charge of lobbying 
by a newspaperman, flatly denied that he’d 
ever been lobbied by a reporter on any sub- 
ject or any bill. 

So if it’s not really a matter of decorum and 
not really a matter of lobbying and, as has 
been claimed, not really a means to duck 
from the public, what is it? 

It is retaliation against reporters who have 
written documented stories about legislators 
fudging on their expense accounts, failing to 
pay their federal income taxes, junketing at 
state expense when the taxpayers expect 
them to be working and other infractions of 
legal and moral restraints 

Hie senators invoked the old rule with 
additional restrictions on a voice vote with no 
audible dissent, giving the lie to those who 
professed an undying regard for the press. 

So now all the due bills have been cashed 
and for most newsmen reality has arrived. 

It's a great day for journalism, but it is an 
even finer day for the public. 


Barbarisms 


A foot in censorship ’s door 



The Fourth Bstate is under fire, but that certainly 
isn’t news. 

Since the beginning of a free press in this country, 
writers and editors have received an over abun- 
dance of criticism — some justified, some not. 

Recent developments concerning disclosure of 
news sources and “caging” Capitol reporters 
smack of pre-Bill of Rights days in America. 

Another development is worth noting at this time. 

Sometime early next year a national press 
council, financed by a group of foundations, will go 
into operation. It ’a work? The 15-member council 
will set out to monitor the national news media and 
investigate public complaints about fairness and 
accuracy. 

The Associated Press news account of the 
proposal offered by the Twentieth Century Fund 
Task Force said: 

“Complainants will be required to try to resolve 
the grievance with the media organization before 
the council may act and the complainant will be 
required to waive the right to later legal 
proceedings on any matter taken up by the council. 

“The council will have no enforcement powers. 


No employee of iny medium, which distributes 
news nationally or which would be studied, will be 
permitted to serv< on the council.” ' 

Although the proposed council’s scope is still 
unclear, I could oi|ly surmise that one of the most 
frequent complainants to the panel might be Vice 
President Spiro Ajnew. You remember, he’s the 
one (no pun intended) who lashed out at the TV 
networks a couplb of years back when he was 
displeased how ne|vs commentators dissected one 
of his boss’ speeches. 

Agnew’s statements riled many newsmen and, 
when the anger subsided, we sat back and asked 
ourselves a few qu®tions. I, for one, could only keep 
thinking that Agnew would like the press to be 
censored. He categorically denied that he was 
suggesting any such thing. 

And now, a couple years later, we have before us 
a proposal , one step closer — a foot in the door — to 
federal regulation of the press, censorship, if you 
will. 

A newspaper is not a commodity; a consumer 
group can't push for governmental regulations as it 
does in the case of cars, tuna fish, drugs and 
sausage.

Although dubbed an “experiment,” the council 
would only help to perpetuate public distrust of the 
press, promoted so vigorously by politicians and 
others who believe they’re above the U.S. Con- 
stitution. 

The First Amendment guarantees a free press. It 
must be free from controls, free to operate in- 
dependently of government, free to serve the public 
as it sees fit.

A person can initiate a law suit against a 
publication, if the person believes he or she has been 
libeled. This is a built-in protection. 

A publication can’t stand too many lawsuits. Take 
the Saturday Evening Post, for instance. The 
national magazine was found guilty of libel and was 
ordered by a court to pay a huge judgment. 

Shortly after that it ceased publication. It was 
broke. 

Granted, the press must be responsible. But it 
also must be free from monitoring or “caging” by 
outside forces.

School funding crisis 
has political overtones 


Legislators are going to try 
to achieve a measure of the 
educational financing reform 
denied them by the voters with 
a massive re-write of the state 
school aid formula. 

Hie crisis reeks with politics 
rising from two kinds of k 
taxation and the desperation 
of districts to keep their 
schools open. 

House Speaker Willian A. 
Ryan (D-Detroit ) said 
leveling off the property tax to 
ease the local school financing 
burden is the key. 

Then must come some 
replacement in the form of 
state income tax increases. 
Republicans prefer the 
present flat rate and 
Democrats the more flexible 
graduated rate. 

But tinkering with either, 
particulary after the voters 
ipoke at a statewide election, 
carries more political peril 
than most legislators at this 
time are willing to confront 

Ryan and others concede 
that education is unequally 
supported because of the 
widley-varying rates and 
assessment practices in 
collecting the local prrperty 
tax. 

Hie state now has authority 
to make up the fifference to 
achieve quality education, a 
fact in itself that is inequitable 
because some districts need 
more than others because 
local taxes are lower

we level off the porperly tax.’ 
he said 'You re still going to 
have fiscal crisis after fiscal 
crisis unless we can control 
it.’.

Cold weather brings a 
double threat to area 
residents, but many don’t 
realize it. It not only exposes 
them to icy walks and slippery 
roads, but also increases 
exposure to household hazards 
by driving them indoors. 

Last year, home accidents 
in the U.S. killed 27,500 per- 
sons - including ap- 
proximately 5,000 in the 
Midwest - many during cold 
weather when residents forgot 
their indoor surroundings can 
be just as treacherous as the 
harsh outdoors. 

Accidents in the home in 
1971 disabled more than four 
million persons - nearly twice 
as many are were disabled in 
work accidents, and cost 
Americans nearly $3 billion. 

During cold months, fire is 
one of the greatest hazards. As 
people spend more time in- 
doors, increased use of 
heating units and electrical 
appliances places extra strain 
on power systems. 

Faulty electrical equipment 
is the leading cause of building 
fires in the U.S. 

“When preparing for the 
cold outdoors, also check 
indoors for defective heaters, 
chimney, stoves, plug-in 
appliances, power tools and 
wiring,” said Insurance In- 
formation Institute Officials.

slate would save $40 million a year. 

He said his research shows there are 130,000 persons on 
welfare in the state and that 85,000 are eligible to work. 

The deputy director of the State Social Services Depart- 
ment, Dr. Leland Hall, said the eight-year-old law does not 
require counties to set-up “workfare” programs, but that it 
only gives them the option to do it. 

Restrictions in federal laws limit such programs to general 
welfare assistance which is paid from only local and state 
funds, Hall said. 

The “workfare” law does not apply to federal programs 
such as Aid-to-De pendent-Children (ADC) or Old Aged 
Assistance, he added. 

One of the handful of counties to have a public work relief 
program is Wayne County which has welfare recipients 
working in jobs ranging from janitor to clerk. 


“Right now, they don’t know what to do with themselves. 

“When you are busy you're tired and not so likely to get in 
trouble.” 

A State Senator from Detroit, Charles Youngblood echoed 
pretty much the same sentiments. 

More than a year ago, the Democratic Senator said: 
“Something is drastically wrong when working men are 
given reason to believe that it would be more profitable for 
them to quit work and apply for welfare benefits than to 
continue to work.” 


By requiring assignment of able-bodied welfare recipients 
to public works projects, both taxpayers and welfare 
recipients will benefit, Youngblood said. 

“Through such assignments, welfare recipients will be 
providing services which the state and local governments 
cannot afford,” he said. 

Taxpayers, therefore will begin, he concluded to get 
something back for their money spent on welfare. 


The work projects pay the welfare recipients $2.77 per hour 
which is applied towards their welfare check. 

Robert Cedi, coordinator for the Wayne County program, 
said the “workfare” recipients only work enough hours to 
pay for the assistance check. 

Tlie hours range from a couple of days a week to a full forty • 
hour week, he said.

In a letter to the 
congressmen, commission 
chairman Robert E. Fitz- 
Patrick charged that U.S.

“After much fanfare over 
these figures,” FitzPatrick 
told the lawmakers, “we 
discovered that the five 
townships in Wayne County 
had been omitted in the 
distribution of funds to the 
county area.** 

FitzPatrick said the 
Treasury Department 
reported that $1.2 million for 
the townships mistakenly had 
been added to Wayne County’s 
allocation and reduced the 
amount for the county to 
$15,524,787. FitzPatrick said 
Treasui7 officials attributed 
the mistake to “computer 
error.” 

1116 county discovered the 
further reduction last week 
upon receiving a check for 
$5,852,176. representing its 
allotment for the first half of 
1972. This means the county 
may expect only $11.7 million 
for a full year — $3.8 million 
less than promised after the 
first “correction.” 

Based on the earlier 
amounts, the county budget 
was credited with $15 million 
in revenue sharing funds for 
the fiscal year which ended 
Nov. 30 and with the same 
amount for the fiscal year 
which began Dec. 1. 

This erased an $8 million 
budget deficit for last year 
and produced the $7 million 
“surplus” in the current 
budget. Receipt of only $11.7 
million for each of those years 
would virtually wipe out the $7 
million. 

“It is fortunate that the 
board of commissioners 
wisely resisted pressures to 
commit the $7 million to the 
operation of programs and 
earmarked it for non- 
recurring expenditures,” 
FitzPatrick said.

Ex-world 
champions 
and drugs

Outspoken Norbert Schemansky paints a dismal picture of 
U.S. athletes and athletics and he feels it’s time ‘‘that the 
leaders of the AAU programs quit patting one another on the 
backs and presenting one another trophies and take a good 
look at where sports are heading in this country.” 

Schemansky, who has a sensational record as a 
weightlifter which includes nine national championships, six 
world championships, the “Prize of Moscow”, USSR, the Pan 
American Championships Gold Medal and four Olympic 
medals, sees most outstanding weightlifters today as “hung 
up on drugs, especially amphetamines, who would be, at 
best, medicore athletes if they ever got off the drugs.” 

The United States Olympic weightlifting team, for the first 
time in its history, didn’t win an Olympic medal in the 
recently concluded Games in Munich, Germany. 

“We have hit the bottom of the barrel,” said the 48-year-old 
ex-heavyweight champ. “And one of the reasons is that the 
AAU - which finally has come under fire for its ineptness, — 
is a stagmant organization which has lost touch with reality. 

“If I can quote from one of the stories I recently read, ‘the 
AAU,’ the article said, 'is a bunch of self-grandizing idols 
who have done nothing in recent years but give trophies to 
one another,” Schemansky said. 

Schemansky has held this feeling for more years than he 
can remember. It is only recently that many other athletic 
organizations are agreeing wit the ex-world recordholder. 

An inspector presently with Consulting Engineers in 
Taylor, Norb was nominated several times as U.S. Amateur 
Athlete of the Year and Sullivan Award. In 1955, he placed 
sixth as Outstanding Athlete of the World, and was selected 
in 1953 as Mr. Michigan — Best Built Athlete in Michigan, 
and twice he has been invited and attended dinners at the 
White House for sports celebrities. 

Ironically, one of the most coveted local prizes — to be a 
member of the Michigan Hall of Fame — has eluded him. 

Schemansky has known failures. He unsuccessfully ran for 
State Representative and Sheriff in recent years and two 
back injuries kep him out of competition for five years during 
his prime. 

He knows, from personal experience, that “there are a lot 
of athletes who are on drugs.” 

“Heck, 1 even took them,” Schemansky admits. 

The most common drug, he says, athletes turn to are 
amphetamines. 

“I’ve used them. Our athletes used them and are using 
them. And even most Eastern European athletes, including 
the Russians, used them to,” he says. 

“I remember competing against this Russian, Vlassof, 
and I had a 20 pound lead going into the final event. And 
that’s a pretty big lead,” related Schmansky. “We were

DETROIT — The Tigers’ 
home season in 1973 will open 
with a bang and close the 
same way, against two of their 
fiercest rivals in the American 
League.

Here's the Answer 


By ANDY LANG 

Q. I just got through reading 
a magazine article about how 
to halt squeaks in a wooden 
floor by going into the 
basement and driving wedges 
between the subflooring and 
the joists. Fine, but what 
about a squeaky second floor? 
There are several squeaks in 
the floors of one of our up- 
stairs bedrooms. How do I go 
about fixing them? 

A.— Locate the area of each 
squeak, then drive nails 
through the flooring into the 
joists. Use threaded finishing 
nails. To avoid damaging the 
floor, drive each nail fairly 
close to the surface of the 
floor, then use a nailset to 
drive it the rest of the way 
Finish by sinking it a fraction 


of an inch below the surface, 
later filling the indentation 
with wood putty or plastic 
wood. Drive the nails in pairs 
about 2 inches from each other 
and in slanted positions so that 
the points just about meet 
inside the wood. In other 
words, when driven in all the 
way, each pair of nails will 
resemble a V. 


Q— Several months ago I 
clipped out of the paper a 
story you wrote about renting 
tools. I recently dug up the 
clipping because I am in the 
market for several tools, but I 
was disappointed to see that 
you mentioned only a few 
prices. I intend to rent these 
tools— a quarter-inch electric 
drill, a floor sander, a 30-foot 


extension ladder, a pipe cutter 
and one of those gins which 
shoots pins through wood into 
a concrete wall. Can you give 
me some idea of the rental 
costs? 

A.— Here are some actual 
rental costs as furnished by 
Stephenson’s Rental Inc — the 
electric drill $1.50 a day ; the 
floor sander $7 a day ; the ex- 
tension ladder $4 a day; the 
pipe cutter (for one and two- 
inch pipes) $1.50 a day; and 
the gun $4 a day. In all these 
cases, there is a saving by 
renting the tool over a period 
longer than a day. For in- 
stance, with the electric drill, 
which rents for $1.50 a day; it 
can be obtained for a two-day 
weekend for $2.25 and for an 
entire week for $6.

Selecting the proper paint 
roller for the job at hand may 
sometimes appear a bit con- 
fusing because of the wide 
variety of roller covers of- 
fered by manufacturers for 
specific tasks. 

There is, however, a rule-of- 
thunb developed from years 
of experience: the smoother 
the surface to be painted, the 
shorter the nap of the roller ; 
therefore, the rougher the 
surface, the longer the nap. 

Short nap covers are best on 
plaster and dry walls; 
medium on light stucco and 
smooth concrete; long nap on 
roqgh masonry, brick, block, 
heavy stucco and wire fences. 

While manufacturers neg- 
lected for years to advise con- 
sumers which rollers were in- 
tended for which jobs, the ten- 
dency is now to tell on the 
packaging some facts about 
the rollers Some hardware, 
paint and lumber establish- 
ments have selector displays 
to assist in making the correct 
choice. 


The paint tray should be 
filled to where the shoreline of 
paint reaches halfway up the 
slanted surface The roller is 
loaded by dipping it in the 
tray, then rolling over the 
higher and drier surface to 
remove paint. On vertical 
surfaces, the first stroke 
should be upward, then 
downward, then crosswise 
Always start rolling in a dry 
section and toward the one 
just painted. Don’t press 
down Let the roller do the 
work Roll slowly and 
carefully into trimmed edges. 
The edging should be done 
first with a trim brush or 
edging tool 

If you roll too fast , the roller 
will spin at the end of a stroke, 
causing splattering Don’t 
make the common mistake of 
keeping the roller going after 
it has begun to run dry 

Prompt cleaning of the 
roller immediately after it has 
been used will assure longer 
life and continued good 


results. Squeeze excess paint 
from a removable cover with 
a roller cleaning tool or roll 
repeatedly on old newspapers 
For oil paints, immerse the 
cover in any good roller 
cleaner, turpentine or mineral 
spirits. Or place the roller 
cover in a large glass jar 
partially filled with a cleaner, 
then agitate and repeat 
several times If you have 
used latex or water paints, 
clean the roller with mild soap 
and lukewarm water Wipe 
the roller dry Storing the 
roller in a plastic bag will keep 
it fresh and clean 
Cose relatives of paint roll- 
ers are flat applicators and 
paint mitts The applicator, a 
kind of pad, usually of lambs- 
kin or mohair, is akin to 
brushing, since it strokes the 
finish right onto and into the 
surface. The mitt, which fits 
over the hand, is especially 
useful for painting things like 
pipes, gutters, downspouts, 
wrought iron railings, 
flagpoles, etc.

Our old fence gate needed 
repair. Instead of a regular 
mending plate (which I didn’t 
have anyway), I came up with 
a super plate that works 
better. I found an oltf strap 
sawing off the spine, I ended 
up with two plates. Then by 
drilling all the way through 
the gates, I could install bolts 
through the hinges and plates. 
The holes in the plates 
naturally lined up with the 
hingeholes. The gate is sturdy 
again.

If I have to store leftover 
paint, I make sure that I have 
a positive seal at the lid so the 
paint won’t spoil. After putting 
the lid on tight, I light a candle 
and let the wax drip down 
around the rim and the lid. It 
seals the air out, but is no 
problem when you need to 
reopen the can.

Dear Al: 

If you have to take a tool box 
or some other container up on 
a slanted roof top, care must 
be taken to keep it from 
sliding off. If you tape a 
hacksaw blade to the box so 
the teeth are sticking a little 
below the edge, the box won’t 
slide so easily. Put the side 
with the teeth on the down side 
of the slope. Also, instead of 
taking a heavy tool box up, I 
put only the tools I will need 
into a small wooden tool box.

actions in front of the children 
here on the set.

DNR asked 
to protect 

Huron River 


The Michigan Department 
of Natural Resources (DNR) 
has received a plea calling for 
the preservation of the Huron 
River marshlands. 

Mrs. Nathalie E. Edmunds, 
councilwoman for the Gty of 
Ypsilanti and representative 
of the Huron River Watershed 
Council at last week’s hearing 
of the DNR, asked protection 
for a marsh at the mouth of 
the river near Rockwood. 

The council, she said, is 
concerned about a proposal by 
the U.S. Army Engineers to 
dump polluted dredge spoil 
from the Detroit River in the 
Pointe Mouilee area.

A commemorative plaque 
honoring members of current 
and previous administrations 
of the City of Romulus 
responsible for the con- 
struction of the city’s new 
civic center was presented to 
the city council Thursday 
night by the Romulus Building 
Authority. 

The presentation of the 
plaque was made by Howard 
Dubisky, president of the 
building authority, Edmund 
Galazka, treasurer, and Leo 
Kalota, secretary. Council 
President Jimme Raspberry 
and Mayor Hyle J. Car- 
michale accepted the plaque 
for the city. 

Although the city's 
municipal building and the 
public library, the first two 
structures in the civic center 
were built and dedicated in 
1971, Dubisky couldn’t decide 
whose names to list on the $300 
plaque. 

Hie building program for 
the community’s new civic 
center started during the time 
that Romulus was as a 
township, but the city 
supervised its construction 
following the incorporation of 
the community to cityhood. 

The civic center is located 
on the southeast comer of S. 
Wayne and Goddard Roads, 
Romulus. 

Two other structures 
planned for the civic center 
are a new court building and a 
police headquarters. 

The construction cost of the 
two initial buildings in the 
civic center was financed by a 
$1,975,000 bond issue. 


The area, she said, could be 
set aside and protected with 
the help of a 50 per cent 
matching federal grant. This, 
Mrs. Edmunds said, would 
make a unique laboratory for 
the study of ways to preserve 
such marshlands. 

The proximity to Detroit, 
she said, also could make it an 
outdoor attraction with people 
moving through the marsh via 
boats and boardwalks. 

DNR Commissioner E M. 
Laitala of Hancock said there 
is a question of where the 
dredge spoil from the Detroit 
River can go. 

Dale Granger, chief of the 
DNR hydrological sections, 
said a search has been on for 
five years without success and 
is still continuing. 

Commissioner Hilary Snell 
of Grand Rapids pledged that 
the commission staff will look 
into the proposal for federal 
aid to preserve the marsh and 
wildlife area. 

Mrs. Edmunds noted that 
the Huron River was among 15 
state rivers under con- 
sideration by the department 
to be designated “natural 
rivers.” 

“We’re very fortunate to 
have the Huron on this 
(proposed natural river) list. 
In comparison to other rivers, 
the Huron is still remarkably 
clean when it comes out in 
Lake Erie,” she said. 

“Tlie Huron River is still 
worth saving,” she added.

“We may have been suc- 
cessful in halting the spread of 
the trouble,” Stock said, but 
added, “We still urge people to 
have their children im- 
minized.” 

State Public Health Director 
Dr. Maurice Reizen said, “It 
appears that measles will 
continue to threaten many 
areas of Michigan throughout 
this year. This is because 


large numbers of school age 
children have not been vac- 
cinated. Unfortunately, 
apathy sets in as soon as the 
crisis is over.” 

Reported cases of measles 
in Wayne County are down 
considerably over last year’s 
total. Figures for 1971 show 
close to 1,000 reported cases of 
measles compared to ap- 
proximately 250 cases 
reported this year.

The runway will be 2,000 
feel southeast of the existing Runway 3R-21L, and will be 
10,000 feet long and 150 feet wide with a supporting 
taxiway system.
